Canada is also having trouble with 
Made-in-Germany lies calculated to 
hinder Canadian food conservation ac¬ 
cording to an official statement re¬ 
ceived from the Canadian food con¬ 
troller by the United States food ad¬ 
ministration. 

The stories bothering Canada are 
of the same general character as those 
the United States food administra¬ 
tor recently denounced In this coun¬ 
try, such as the ridiculous salt and 
blueing famine fakes and the report 
that the government would seize 
housewives’ stocks of home canned 
goods. 

The Canadian food controller esti¬ 
mates that when the people listen to 
and pass on such stories, each one 
has the power of destruction that lies 
In a battalion of soldiers. 

“Stories without even a vestige of 
foundation have been scattered broad¬ 
cast,” said the Canadian statement. 
“Nor have they come to life casually. 
They have started simultaneously in 
different parts of the country and In 
each Instance have been calculated to 
arouse public indignation. 

“They are insidious, subtle, persist¬ 
ent. Bit by bit they dissipate public 
trust, the great essential In the work 
of food control. 

“It lies with every Individual to for¬ 
bear from criticism; to refrain from 
passing on the vagrant and harmful 
story, and thus the more effectively 
to co-operate in work which is going 
to mean more than the majority of 
people yet realize.”

ADMINISTRATION SAYSl

Salt Fish an Appetizer. 

Serve suit fish often, us it seems to 
add zest to the appetite. Souk n half 
pound nice salt codfish overnight in cold 
■water. Pick up into small bits and be 
careful to take out every bone. Put a 
quart of milk on to scalu, add a cupful 
of celery cut up in small pieces, the cod¬ 
fish, a dash of paprika, a little pepper | 
and a little flour, first wet in a little 
cold water to thicken the gravy. Servs 
on buttered crackers. It can be made 
in the chafling dish nlso. 

Soak a pound of codfish. Do not pick 
up, but keep in nice slices; wipe dry, 
now roll each slice in beaten egg, then 
iii cracker crumbs, and fry a nice 
brown in pork fat. Serve with mashe4 
potatoes. 

Soak and pick In the usual way hall 
pound of salt codfish, now put through 
the meat grinder an onion, a cupful of 
breadcrumbs, two hard boiled eggs and 
the codfish. Add suit, pepper and^ pa¬ 
prika and form into croquettes. Fry IB 
pork fat a nice brown. Serve with 
mashed potatoes, drawn butter aauee 
and peas.

FOOD PROGRAM CALLS 
FOR INCREASED SAVING 

America Must Save 
Millions From Famine 
in War or in Peace 


From a harvest less in aggregate 
production than last year, America 
must save and export at least 17,700,- 
000 tons of foodstuffs overseas during 
the next nine months. This is approx¬ 
imately 12.000,000 tons gr.eater than the 
average pre-war exports or nearly two 
tons from each farm in the country. 

Intensive conservation of all food¬ 
stuffs and substitution of perishables 
such as vegetables and fruits, for non¬ 
perishables, like meats, fats and sugar, 
is the keynote of the new food saving 
program, which will be given in fur¬ 
ther detail to the people of America in 
the new home cards to be distribute 
beginning Dec. 1. 

This new program differs radically 
from last year’s program because the 
problem which confronts the nation 
has undergone a radical change. 

Last year the great need was to save 
wheat. This year <the demand is for 
the saving of foods of all kinds. Last 
year the use of wheat substitutes an 
the increased use of corn was taught. 
Now all foods which can be shipped 

are equally sacred. 

Our great problem this coming year 
is to provide food for our allies and 
lay up a reserve for home use. Last 
year we shipped 11,800,000 tons of 
food. This year we must ship 17,700,- 
000 tons, and possibly far more. 

In tlie new home card will be found 
the specific details of the appeal to the 
American people. That appeal in gen¬ 
eral is simply this: 

SAVE SUGAR that our allies may 

have a fair portion. 

SAVE MEAT, for meat is one of the 
foundations of the anny ration and our 
allies are short of meat. 

SAVE WHEAT, for it is the ideal 
food for export, the chief element of 
the diet of all European people. 

USE VEGETABLES. They are 
grown at home and they save meat and 
wheat. 

USE MILK. It is the best of all 
foods. 

USE FISH. It takes the place of 
meat. 

USE FRUITS. They are grown near 
home. Their use saves sugar. 

Avoid the use of articles imported oi 
transported from long distance;,. We 
need the transportation facilities. 
Above All, Waste Nothing. 
Remember that peace will not bring 
more food to the world. When the 
Germans were swept back from the 
coast of Belgium and a hundred cities 
and towns were freed from the grip or 
the invader, the first effect was an ap¬ 


peal for 20,000,000 emergency rations 
to feed the destitute Belgians left 
among the ruins of demolished cities. 
Quickly the Belgian relief commission 
made shipments of food to provide for 
10,000,000 persons who will soon be 
liberated in France and Belgium. 

This is typical of the conditions that 
will exist in all the regions where for 
four years millions of armed men have 
worked untold desolation. 

Not only have food stocks been de¬ 
stroyed but even more serious, the 
productive capacity of the farms has 
been reduced by the destruction ot 
farm machinery and the removal or 

killing of farm animals. 

To prevent famine and remove the 
danger of anarchy, food must be 
rushed to the people of the countries 
afflicted with the horrors of war. 

Not less than 150.000,000 people, in 
addition to the people of the allies, are 
on the border line of starvation in the 
countries bordering on Germany. We 
must feed them through the coming 
winter or millions will starve. 

We must husband our resources to 
meet the demands which peace will 
throw on us. The cry of humanity 
forced us into this war. The wail of 
the hungry victims of war s desolation 
will ring across the ocean in an insist¬ 
ent demand for bread. We must fur¬ 
nish it without stint.

Grain Saved by 

Clean Threshing 

In thirty-three states where cam¬ 
paigns toward cleaner harvesting and 
cleaning have been conducted, more 
than 16,000,000 bushels of wheat has 
been saved, according to reports made 
public today by the United States Food 
Administration for California. This 
saving represents wheat cargoes or 
30 000 bushels each for 500 food ships, 
and will materially aid America to save 
and export the 17,500,000 tons of food¬ 
stuffs pledged prior to June 30, next. 

Many other states where the food 
administration’s so-called "blanket 
test” has shown growers how to deter¬ 
mine when a threshing machine is ex¬ 
tracting the grain properly, have re¬ 
ported greatly reduced harvest losses, 
and other methods of farm conserva¬ 
tion have resulted in further savings 
of marketable grain. 

Under agreement of the food admin¬ 
istration with the food controllers oT 
the Allied nations, our breadstuffs ex¬ 
port program for the coming year will 
aggregate 409,320.000 bushels, which is 
equivalent to more than 60 bushels for 
everyi farm in the United States. O 
this total between 100,000,000 and 16o,- 
000,000 bushels will be rye, barley ana 
corn.

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Sugar Allowances (or 
Home Use Increased 



SAN FRANCISCO, November 1. 
—The sugar allowance for domestic 
use has been increased from two to 
three pounds per person per month, 
according to official information 
received today from Washington by- 
Ralph P. Merritt, Federal Food Ad¬ 
ministrator for California. The of¬ 
ficial announcement from Washing¬ 
ton says: 

“The rapid manufacture of the 
new crop of beet sugar in the west, 
and the new crop of Louisiana cane 
sugar in the south, together with 
the freer railroad transportation 
Conditions, the reductions we have 
made in the consumption of sugar 
in manufacture and the trades, and 
the patriotic conservation in the 
last 4 months enables us to increase 
the household allowance of sugar 
from two pounds per person per 
month to three pounds per person 
per month, with the same ratio to 
public eating places. 

“The change takes effect Novem¬ 
ber 1. This makes good our pro¬ 
mise to increase the household al¬ 
lowance of sugar at the earliest 
possible moment that our supplies 
would justify, and it makes it pos¬ 


sible for the households more freely 
t/> use the apple, cranberry and 
grape fruit products, and to use the 
fruits canned during the summer 
without sugar. 

“The regulations are also re¬ 
vised to the extent that any person 
may purchase his whole monthly 
allowance of sugar at one time if 
he so desires, that is, any family 
may purchase a month’s supply for 
the entire family in one purchase 
from the retail trades.” 

In order that there may be no 
confusion in the minds of dealers 
Food Administrator Merritt tonight 
issued the following order: , 

“Retail grocers may sell sugar 
according to the new rule from 
Washington immediately, provided 
they keep a record for inspection 
which will indicate the name of the 
purchaser, the number of persons 
in the family and the date of sale. 
Retailers are assured by the Food 
Administration that they can with¬ 
in the next few days, secure ad¬ 
ditional certificates which will in¬ 
crease their allotment for November 
in accordance with the new policy 
of distribution.”

RYE BREAD3. 

H omemade rye bread. —in- 

gredients: Eight cupfuls of rye 
flour, three teaspooufuls of salt, 
one-half yeast cake, two and one-half 
cupfuls of water, two tablespoonfuls of 
brown sugar, two tablespoonfuls short¬ 
ening. 

Mix the dry ingredients together and 
add the shortening, melted, and the 
water lukewarm. Dissolve the half 
yeast cake in a scant quarter cupful of 
water and add. Then knead the mass 
for a quarter of an hour or stir it in 
a bread mixer and let it rise for five 
hours or until it has doubled in size. 
Then kneud again und make into loaves 
and let it rise ugain until double its 
size. Bake slowly and thoroughly. 

Rye Popovers. - Ingredients: Two- 
thirds cupful of rye, one-third cupful of 
white flour, one-quarter teaspoonful of 
salt, one cupful of milk, two eggs, one 
teaspoonful of shortening. 

Sift together the dry ingredients and 
then slowly add the milk and the eggs, 
well beaten. Last add the shortening,’ 
melted, and beat hard for two minutes. 
Have ready hot greased muffin pans 
and fill two-thirds full of the mixture. 
Bake from thirty to forty minutes. 

Rye Muffins.—Ingredients: Two cup¬ 
fuls of rye flour, one-half teaspoonful 
of salt, four teaspooufuls baking pow¬ 
der, five teaspooufuls of sugar, one cup¬ 
ful of milk, one tublespoonful of short¬ 
ening. 

Sift together all the dry ingredients 
and then add the milk and the short¬ 
ening, molted. Stir together and pour 
into greased muffin tins. Bake for 
about twenty minutes in a brisk oven. 

Boston Brown Bread.—Boston brown 
bread is usually suggested as a good 
food for utilizing eornmeat, but is real¬ 
ly Just as valuable as a palatable food 
(hat utilizes rye flour. Here is a good 
recipe calling for more ry e than corn: 

Ingredients: Two cupfuls of rye flour, 
one cupful of cornnieal, three-fourths 
teaspoonful of salt, two cupfuls of sour 
milk, three-fourths cupful molasseB. 

Mix together and sift all the dry in- 
gredients. Then add the liquids and 
mix until smooth. Pour into a butter¬ 
ed mold and steam for four hours. 
Then remove the cover from the mold 
and bake the bread for half an hour In 
a medium hot oven.

American soldiers in France can re¬ 
ceive but one Christmas package each 
this year and each package must 
weigh not more than three pounds, ac¬ 
cording to regulations announced by 
the war department. Boxes for men 
in the navy, however, may weigh twen¬ 
ty pounds. 

The regulations governing Christ¬ 
mas packages for soldiers have just 
been completed after conferences be¬ 
tween the war and postottice depart¬ 
ments and the American Red Cross. 

“The men themselves will decide 
who is to send these parcels. They are 
now receiving Christmas parcel labels 
with instructions to mail these labels 
to the person in this country from 
whom they wish to receive the holiday 
box. 

“No Christmas parcels will be ac¬ 
cepted for shipment after Nov. 20. 
The cardboard boxes or cartons to be 
provided for these parcels are 3 inches 
by 4 inches by 9 inches in size. When 
packed, wrapped, and ready for mail¬ 
ing these boxes must not weigh more 
than three pounds.” 

The American Red Cross has agrqed 
to provide these cardboard boxes and 
to supervise their distribution to rela¬ 
tives of the soldiers who present the 
proper Christmas parcel label creden¬ 
tials. The following is an outline of 
the procedure to be followed by per¬ 
sons planning to send one of these par¬ 
cels abroad: 

On receiving one of these Christmas 
parcel labels it should be presented at 
the nearest chapter, branch, or aux¬ 
iliary headquarters of the Red Cross, 
where the holder will receive a carton. 
These labels are not expected to reach 
this country before Nov. 1, but by 
that time each Red Cross branch will 
have its allotment of boxes, based on 
the number of soldiers in service over¬ 
seas from that community. 

These boxes may be filled with any

cept those on the list barred by the 
postal officials. The articles prohibited 
are all intoxicating liquors, all inflam¬ 
mable material, including friction 
matches, and any composition likely 
to ignite or explode (cigarette lighters 
come under this classification), liquors 
and fragile articles improperly packed. 
Under the regulations no note or mes¬ 
sage or written matter of any kind 
will he permitted to remain in the 
boxes. 

When the package has been pack¬ 
ed it should be taken, unwrapped and 
unsealed, together with the label and 
sufficient stamps, to the nearest col¬ 
lection center designated by the Red 
Cross. After the package has passed 
the inspection of the Red Cross rep¬ 
resentatives the Christmas label bear¬ 
ing the address of the man for whom 
It is intended is placed on it. The per^ 
son sending the package, in the pres¬ 
ence of the Red Cross worker, is re¬ 
quired to affix stamps, sufficient to cai> 
ry it to Hoboken, N. J.
